Slowly pulling the tongue from the 
mouth until it protruded an inch, lie 
inserted the needle, pulling it clean 
through. 
Not a sound escaped the man 
in the chair. 
The men who handle the 
scalpel and the knife drew closer. 
The 
pulse was felt, aud it was declared nor­ 
mal. There was not even a flush notice­ 
able.

F. K. Burnham, one of the two sur­ 
vivors cf the Wilson expedition, which 
was massacred in Matabelelund about 
five years ago, arrived on the Lacan la j 
recently. 
He it> going to the Klondike 
“ to have a look ahunt, 
he said.

ce expects t«# return toHooth Africa. He 
left New York immediately for the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
Mr. Burnham 
is a noted 
African 
scout, although 
born in 
the United 
States and gaining his first experience 
ss a scout on the western plains. It wai 
because of his skill in woodcraft aud his 
knowledge of the ways of savages that 
be was called upon by Cecil Rhodes of 
the Sooth African 
oompauy to kill 
M’limo, the wicked prophet of the Mn- 
ta bole savages, in 1806. 
It became known in the spring cl 
1890 that M ’limo had planned to kill 
every white man in Matabelelund in the 
latter part of Jane. 
In this emergency 
Mr. Burnham received hurried orders 
from Cecil Rhodes to report immediate­ 
ly to Mr Armstrong, superintendent of 
the M augw* district. 
It was apparent 
that the only way Ic quell the uprising 
of the savage# was to kill M limo, ami 
Mr. Burnham was considered the only 
man who could undertake this hazard­ 
ous task with auy likelihood of success. 
He and Mr. Armstrong started on 
their perilous mission on June 22. I he} 
were alone.

through the enemy’s country, keeping to 
the lowlands and following the valleys
